3. STOLTENBERG HAS WRITTEN TO THE GERMAN CONSULATE GENERAL IN 
NEW YORK TO REQUEST APPOINTMENTS WITH GOVERNOR ROCKEFELLER AND 
SENATOR JAVITS. PRESUMABLY, THE GERMAN CONSULATE REQUIRES NO 
ASSISTANCE ON OUR PART TO MAKE THESE APPOINTMENTS BUT, IT WOULD 
BE APPRECIATED, I KNOW, IF THE DEPARTMENT WOULD SUPPORT THESE 
REQUESTS SHOULD OUR INTERVENTION BE AT ALL NECESSARY. 

4. DURING HIS WASHINGTON STAY, STOLTENBERG HAS ASKED ME TO 
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ARRANGE AN APPOINTMENT FOR HIM TO MEET SECRETARY-DESIGNATE 
KISSINGER WHOM HE KNEW AT HARVARD WHEN STOLTENBERG VISITED THE 
U.S. ON AN EXCHANGE PROGRAM GRANT IN 1953. STOLTENBERG HAS ALSO 
ASKED ME TO ARRANGE ON APPOINTMENT FOR HIM WITH UNDER 
SECRETARY RUSH. 

5. THE GERMAN EMBASSY HAS BEEN ASKED BY STOLTENBERG TO ARRANGE 
APPOINTMENTS FOR HIM WITH VARIOUS CONGRESSIONAL LEADERS AND WITH 
SEVERAL HIGH LEVEL INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC AND MONETARY OFFICIALS. 
HE HAS NOT SPECIFIED WHICH OFFICIALS OR CONGRESSIONAL LEADERS HE 
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HOPES TO SEE BUT WILL LEAVE THESE MATTERS ENTIRELY IN THE HANDS 
OF THE GERMAN EMBASSY. 

6. WHATEVER INFORMATION EUR/CE CAN PROVIDE ME ABOUT THE STOLTENBERG 
VISIT WILL BE GREATLY APPRECIATED SO THAT I CAN ADVISE HIM ABOUT 
HIS PROGRAM SOME TIME PRIOR TO HIS DEPARTURE. I WOULD ALSO 
APPRECIATE IT IF THE RECEPTION CENTER IN NEW YORK CITY CAN 
FACILITATE HIS ARRIVAL AND PASSAGE THROUGH IMMIGRATION AND CUSTOMS 
AS EXPEDITIOUSLY AS POSSIBLE.BROGAN
